bort, Mo., Feb. 17.—The Hudson case has 
taken the additional sensational turn pre- 
dicted for it in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH. 
peter. E. Blow is now in Rolla to refute the 
statements made by witnesses that Hudson 
told them he had been paid a sum of money by 
Blow to assassinate Dr. Louls 6. Howard. 
He stated in open court yesterday that he 
came from Knoxville, Tenn., for the sole 
co of vindicating his good name and 
that of his family, and that he stood pre- 
pared to su! render himselfif an indictment 
was found against him. 
When Peter Blow suddenly appeared in the 
urt room at 8:30 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, and lifted his right hand to be 
ewornasawitness for the defense in the 
Hu icon murder case, the scene marked the 
most dramatic moment yet recorded in that 
trial. With the exception of the lawyers for 
the defense, nota soul present knew until 
Blow was in Rolla. He 
onthe 1o0’clock train from St. 
been at once taken in charge 
by jiudson’slawyers. As Judge Bland ad- 
ministered to Blow the usual witness’ oath, 
it was felt that a great and unexpected crisis 
had arrived tn the Hudson case. 

peter E, Blow immediately took the ‘stand 
asa witness, and for nearly two hours he was 
subfected to examination and cross-exami- 
nation by the attorneys. In many respects 
his tectimony was a remarkable addition to 
the histor’ of the case, in some respects it 

sas pathetica story as has almost ever 
been toid from the witness stand, and when 
itwas ended a great change had manifested 
itself in the aspect of the case. 

Taken in connection with to-day’s further 
developments as told below, it means that 
from now-on tolitsclosethe trial of George 
Hudson for the alleged murder of Dr. Louis 
G. Howard is going to be the most Ditterly 
contested criminal case ever known in Mis- 
sourl. There are certain unusually remarka-

The otber witnesses examined yesterday 
afternoon were John Rush,Frezell, and Chas. 
Kesoveter. Thefirst have already testified 
and were only recalled yesterday. Kesoveter 
swore to having seen George Hudson in his 
(Hudson's) saloon at Granby on Sept. 14, 1886, 
up to 5:15 O'clock p. m. Witness had then 
collected $22.50 from Hudson and sold him 500 
cigars, and produced his cash slip of that 
Gate in proof. His cross-examination was 
postponed until to-day. 


TO-DAY’S TESTIMONY. 

Court opened promptly at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning withthe largest crowd that has yet 
been present. 

Witness Keswetter was put on the stand for 
cross-examination. He denied that he had 
ever testifed that his cash slips were the 
only means hehad of positively fixing the 
date of Sept. 18 as the day on which he saw 
Hudson in — A up to5:15 o’clock. He ex- 
plained that e generally made out 
those slips on the day following the 
transactions which they recorded. Did 
not testify before Judge McGregor that he 
dated the slips the day they were made out. 
The slip now appearing undér date of Sept. 
13, 1886, showing that he had received $22.50 
from George Hudson on that date was under 
date of Sept. 14, 1886, when he testified before 
Judge McGregor. Witness testified that at- 
tention was not then called tothe fact that 
the date on the slip had been changed. Mit- 
ness knew Jack Hudson, the prisoner’s 
brother. He could not remember who was in 
Hudson's saloon when he was there on Sept. 13 
1886. George Hudson wastending bar. Wit- 
ness could not remember if he had ever 


._ known the late Bob Hudson, another brother

A RATHER POOR MEMORY. 

Witness testified that the train time in 
Granby in September, 1886, was 5:50 o’clock 
p. m. Witness stated that he did not actually 
remember changing the date of the cash slip 
from Sept. 14, 1886, to Sept. 18, 1886. Could not 
tell the exact date when he first noticed the 
change. It was about two weeks before the 
firstexamination in Joplin. Did not remem- 
ber that he had ever found any other slip 
wherethe date had been changed. Remem- 
bered that he and Judge cGregor had 
looked over the slips to see if any 
other slips had been changed. Did not re- 
member it thex found any, Did not remem- 
ber that he had stepped tu Judge McGregor's 
side and said tuat he did not know such a 
2 had been made. Would swear, how- 
oer, that the change had been made at the 
time first date was writtenand by the same 
pencil because no one but witness handled 
those cash slips. Witness was then shown 
from his cash slips a pumber of entries under 
a certain date of moneys received, but could 
not swear that the moneys had been 
paid to him on that date. Witness was at 
home when he heard of the Killing 
of Dr. Howard. Did not recollect who told 
him, butit wasa Joplin man. Saw Rush a 
week after in witness’ store andthey had 
talked about the murder. Rush said he had 
heard the shot and then sawa man running, 
but saw him only an instant and could not 
recognize him, Witness had on Sept. 13, 1586,

Witness 
knew George Hudson, pointed him out in 
the court room and that George Hudson 
was not the man he s@w with the pistol in 
his hand standing opposite Dr. Howard. The 
man worse a light suit of clothes and if stand- 
ing erect welt be about 6 feet tall. 

On cross-examination witness said he had 
met two well dressed men near the scene 
right after the killing of Dr. Howard had 
been told that one of the men was Ed Porter. 
Witness denied that he had previously testi 
fled beforeJudgé McGregor that the man he 
saw with the pistol wasa little old man with 
whiskers all over his face. Witness had 
seen George Hudson wear light-colored soft 
hat similar to the one described as worn by the 
unknown man; witness knew Constable Ben 
May; did not remember having seen Mayon 
the night Dr. Howard was shot. Witness 
first saw the Town Marshal coming from the 
northeast with a revolver in his hand. There 
wasa colored manin thecrowd. Could not 
say that it was tube Barber! the crilored wit- 
ness in this case. The man he saw with the 
pistol wore a gray frock o rsack coat and 
gray trousers. Heard a woman say that the 
man he then saw had just shot a man. He 
held the pistol, which wasa large one, in 
both hands as he went away. Dr. Howard 
had fallen directly opposite this man whom 
witness had seen with the pistol still 
leveled at Dr. Howard. 

Could you swear that the man you saw 
with the pistol as you describe killed Dr. 
Howard?“ 

No, sir, I could not.““ 

On redirect examination witness stated 
that he had told the above facts to several 
parties immediately after the shooting. He 

ad told the Town Marshal that night and 
had told it to his wife after he went home, 
He also told another mau in front of McGow- 
an’s saloon. 

ESTABLISHING AN ALIBI. 

Mrs. Devinda Green testified that she lives 
in Aurora, Mo., but had lived in Granby. 
Did not know Dr. Howard, but knew of him. 
Remembered the killing of Dr. Howard. 
On that night, Sept. 14, 1686, witness’ was in 
Granby and had gone that night to 
George Hudson’s wife, who was suffering 
from a bilious attack. George Hudson was 
there atthe time all during witness’ visit, 
and was there when witness went away, be- 
tween Sand 9 o’clock. Geore Hudson was 
then sitting onthe floor with his little girl. 
George aud 1,“ saidthe witness. ‘‘had al- 
ways differed in religious questions, and I 
thought it would bea good time to talk to 
him about religion.“ 

„Well, that will do,“ said Lawyer Hough- 
awout for the prosecution. ‘*Your religious 
talk has no bearing in this case. 

A — 1 spread through the court - room at 
this and George Hudson smiled at the wit- 
ness’ break. Witness said she had gone to 
the Hudsons’ home that night 
right after supper, between 6and 7 o’clock, 
She had also gone on the following morning 
to see Mrs. Hudson. Witness’ name was 
then Mrs. Edmund, but she had married 
Green. Witness visited the Hudsons fre- 
quently ; they lived on Main street na rock

On cross-examination witness said she had 
to get breakfast on the morning of Sept. 14 
for Jack Green, the man she afterwards 
married. Green and her husband had gone 
up town together the night before. Witness 
a Free-Will Baptist and went tothe 
Free-Will Baptist Church.

What High Protective Tariff Is Doing 
for France. 


NECESSARIES OF -LIFE FENCED OUT AND 
SUFFERING FENCED IN. 


Spanish Anarchists Still Causing Trouble 
-A British Idol Shattered—Cattle Dis- 
ease Spreading— The Czar’s Charity 
Misappropriated — Troublesome Son- 
danese—Duels in Hungary. 


Paris, Feb. 17.—The motion by M. Lafargue, 
son-in-law of Carl Marx, inthe Chamber of 
Deputies to abrogate thd new tariff so far as 
it imposed duty on articles of food.is the ex- 
pression ofa feeling that has been gaining 
strength in Paris and other cities among the 
class that M. Lafargue represents. M. Mes- 
ureur, a Deputy irgm Paris, says on the sub- 
ject: 

What isthe most deplorable is the in- 
crease of the tariff which affects the nec- 
essaries of life. Taking a workman who 
earns, let us say 1,800 francs ayear, and 
what do we und? That he will have to pay 
at least several hundred francs more taxes 
in the shape of the customs duties. Every- 
thing he eats, drinks or wears will be dearer. 
It is impossible for him to be more econom- 
ical. Already his family suffers from the 
high price of food, and now he is called upon 
to make more sacrifices. I am well aware 
that it is said that the situation will improve 
after the period of the transition, but, alas, 
when once a tradesman raises the price of 
his articles itisa long time before he will 
lower it again, and perhaps never. 

M. Locheroy, another Parisian Deputy who 
voted with M. Lafargue, said that no time 
should be lost in returning to the old system. 

Me must at once undowhat we have just 
done if we desire to avold a reaction full of 
periltothe country. To wait for the results 
of the new tariff would be to prepare im- 
mediate ruin, andthe demonstration would 
be fatal to trade and commerce. Therefore, 
1, for one, am ready to solicit the Chamder to 
repair the mistake it made in voting the pro- 
tectionist law, which may be welcome to 
large merchants and manufacturers, but Will 
be obnoxious and unbearable to the people at 
large. 

Although the Government succeeded in 
having the proposal referred toa committee, 
the agitation has shown a strength that will 
probably result shortly in the renewal of the 
motion for repeal. 


SPANISH ANARCHISTS,

Capiz, Feb. 17.2There are now in custody 
in this city 192 of the so-called Anarchists. 
who were arrested for participation in the 
disturbances that preceded and followed the 
execution of the four Anarchists at Xeres. 
They will be tried by court-martial at the 
beginning of March. The public prosecutor 
does not demand that any of the men be con- 
demned to death, but he will ask that twelve 
of the ringleaders be sentenced to penal ser- 
vitude, and that forty others be sentenced to 
a term of solitary confinement. It is ex- 
pected that the remaining 140 prisoners will 
be released after trial. 

The Anarchists do not seem to have any 
fear. 
two brothers, have been causing some trouble 
of late in the vicinity of Cadiz, and the au- 
thorities determined to disperse them.

AN IDOL SHATTERED—CATTLE DISEASE— ‘‘MOON-

LONDON, Feb. 17.—Another popular idea fell 
to the ground to-day and was smashed. Miss 
Daisy Hopkins, the Cambridge heroine,’’ 
was sentenced to seven days’ imprisonment 
for being drunk and disorderly and for using 
obscene language and assaulting the police. 
Daisy Hopkins will be remembered as the 
heroine of the Cambridge spinning house 
outrage. She was locked up some months 
ago by the pro-proctor, the Rev. Frederick 
Wallis, under an old law which gives the Unl- 
versity authorities jurisdiction over the 
townspeople of Cambridge, for walking on 
the streets with a college student. 
The ‘‘outrage’’ caused a storm of virtuous 
indignation to sweep over Great Britain and 
caused the unhappy pro-proctor to release 
his fair prisoner. Finally, on Feb. 4, the 
Cambridge Municipai Council almost unani- 
mously approved of a draft of a Dill drawn up 
by Mr. Penrose Fitzgerald, M. F. for Cam- 
bridge, abolishing entirely the jurisdiction of 
the University over the townspeople of Cam- 
bridge borough. This bill was to have been 
presented in the House of Common to-day 
or to-morrow, but alas, the heroine Who was 
the cause of all this popular indignation now 
languishes in prison for being drunk and 
disorderly and for using obscene language 
and assaulting the police,’’ 


CATTLE DISEASE. 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—Despite the precautions 
taken by the Board of Agriculture to prevent 
the spread of the foof#and mouth disease 
among the cattle of England, it appears evi 
dent tbat the disease will cause further 
trouble before itis effectually stamped out. 
It has broken out among the animals in a 
dairy in South London, and the place Will be 
at once quarantined and the affected animals 
killed. It was stated a few days ago that the 
breeders, farmers and others doing business 
at the metropolitan cattle market had formed 
an organization under the title of the Metro- 
politan Cattle and Sheep Trade Associa- 
tion, one of the first objects of the 
association being to obtain from the Board 
of Agriculture some modification of the re- 
strictions imposed by the pleuro-pneumonia 
act. Tue Government has taken the 
strongest measures to prevent the introduc- 
tion of either pleuro-pneamonia or the foot 
and mouth disease and asaresult following 
the prohibition of the import of cattie from 
every European country except Sweden, 
Norway, Spain and Portugal, the prices of 
meat are advancing, and a large number of 
drovers have been thrown out of work.

TO DIE IN A MADHOUSE. 


Morris Travers, the Hermit of Alaska 
Brought Back to Baltimore. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 17.—There arrived at 
the Mount Hope Insane Asylum of this city 
last Sunday a man who has had an interest- 
ing career. His name in Morris Travers. 

The unfortunate man, who 1s 50 years of 
age, belongs toa prominent Boston family. 
One of his brothers is editor and proprietor of 
the Boston Courier. Another brother ig 
prominent in educational circles in the same 
city. 

Atthe ageof 17 heentered the army. He 
served throughout the war with distinction, 


receiving near the close a bullet wound in 
his head, to which is attributed his present 
condition. 

When the war closed he entered the navy. 
He was discharged while his vessel was on 
the Alaskan coast, The people of Sitka no- 
ticed that he was somewhat off his mental 
balance but he was perfectly harmless. Just 
off Sitka isthe little island Japonsky. This 
Travers pre-empted and he was generally 
called the Duke of Japonsky. e led a her- 
mit life poring over Latin, Greek and English 
classics, writing, and raising the vegetables 
upon which he su bsisted. 

Life went quietly enough until chance 
threw him in the way of a sister of Kat-Lah 
An, A native Alaskan chief, noted for his 
cunning and warlike disposition. On one of 
his voyagesto Fort Wrangle, far down the 
coast, to buy supplies, Travers’ canoe over- 
turned and the Indian girl jumped in and 
saved his life. For this deed Travers mar- 
ried her, the ceremony being performed in 
three Sitka churches—the Grœco- Russian,the 
Presbyterian and the Catholic. 

The girl wasa beauty and had none of the 
flat-nosed characteristics of her race. She 
was the gentle genius of his island home un- 
til his cultivated mind could no longer Bruok 
that ignorance which separated him men- 
tally from her and he got a divorce. After 
that he resumed the life of a recluse, some 
of the time cultivating the soll and at others 
making long voyages in quest of gold, game 
or adventure. 

About 1880 the natives planned a massacre 
of all the foreigners. Travers learned ofit 
and, through his wife, secured a respite of 
one day. ‘ravers expected a steamer that 
day, and it came in the nick of time. 

Shortly after the final transfer of Alaska to 
the United States the inhabitants of Sitka 
feared another revolt onthe part of the na- 
tives. They were really in danger and no 
American vessels were inthe harbor. Asa 
last resort they sent a message 
coast tothe W f a British man-of-war, 
beseeching aid. The Osprey came into the 
bay and 9 of Sitka proposed that as 
a matter of courtesy the British flag de 
hoisted to the top of the staff which stood in 
the midst of the public square. 

The suggestion was avout to be acted upon 
when the Duke of Japonsky sprang upon a 
small platiorm at the foot of the fagstaf,drew 
frum his pockets two large revolvers and 
dared the crowd to haul down his country’s 
flag. There was a moment’s silence and 
then a mighty cheer went up. 

Little was heard of Travers on land after 
this untildast October, when he became sud- 
denly violent. Hisrelatives end the authori- 
tles at Washington were notified and meas- 
ures were taken to remove him to Baflimore. 
When at sea a severe attack came upon hin, 
and it was necessary to place irons on his 
legs and arms, a strap across his breast and 
a xag in his mouth.

SHE DELIBERATELY CHOKED HER LIT- 
TLE GIRL TO DEATE.

The Unparalleled Brutality Abetted by a 
Governess—Edward Turpin Murdered 
William Cartbr—The Deed Prompted 
by Jealousy—An Incendiary Caught— 
Wright Granted a Stay—Crimina! News. 


BeEL_rast, Feb. 17.—At Coleraine, in County 
Londonderry, forty-seven miles from here, 
Mrs. Anna Margaret Montague, daughter 
of Lord Robert Montague, was committed for 
trial this morning, on the charge of causing 
the death of ber daughter, Mary Helen 
Montague, a child only 3 years of age. The 
greatest efforts have been made to keep the 
matter secret and to shield the important 
family involved, but there seems to be a 
prospect that a lady of the Montague family 
may meet death at the hbangman’s hands. 
The end has been badly used by 
its governess, in addition to being the object 
of hatred ofits mother. For some childish 
escapade on the part of hercharge the gov- 
ernness locked the little girl up in a dark 
room as punishment and then informed the 
mother, Mrs. Montague,of the child’s offense 
and the punishment she had meted out to her 
for it. The mOother,going to the dark room in 
which the child had been confined by the 
governess, tied her baby daughter’s arms be- 
hind her back and wound the end of the cord 
about the child’sarmtoaring in the wall, 
half stringing her up and fastening her 
to the wall. The chiid cried pit- 
eously to be released, promising 
never to offend again; but the mother 
went away and locked the door behind her. 
After the mother left the chiid's cries grew 
fainter and then ceased entirely. Three 
hours after her incarceration, when the 
Goor of the dark room was openea the child 
was found to be dead. She had been choked 
to death, her face being horribly distorted. 

The mother, Mrs. Montague, was at once 
taken into custoay, and in spite of the efforts 
of her influential friends and relations and in 
spite of the pleas of able counsel she was 
formally committed for trialon the charge of 
murder. 

It is said that other serious instances of 
cruelty upon the part of Mrs. Montague to 
her child will be disclosed at the trial, which 
promises to be one of the most interesting 
and exciting which have occurred in this 
part of the country for many years past.

HIS OWN BLUNDER. 


— — 


Marion Hedgepeth Has Himself to 
Blame for His Capture. 


HIS CORRESPONDENCE WITH — 
LED TO HIS DETECTION. 


Mrs. Hedgepeth’s Second Attempt at 
* Suicide—Her Great Remorse—She Will 
Go to St. Joseph To-Night—Hedgepeth 
Does Not Believe That Slye Has 
Turned State’s Evidence. 


Marion Hedgepeth himself brought about 
the arrest of his friend Slre, his wife and 
himself through a letter he wrote five days 
after the Glendale train robber. and the facts 
came tohim this morning asa revelation 
while talking with a Posr-Disrarcn reporter 
in his holdover cell. In his statement to 
Chief Desmond yesterday he said he was in 8t. 
Louls during the month of November and left 
the city Dec. 3, three days after 
the Glendale train robbery. He did not 
leave because of his guilt, he said, but be- 
cause he feared arrest on suspicion as his 
reputation was not the best. He told the 
Chief he called on Wflliam McFadden, Keeper 
of a room-house on Sixth and 
Elm streets, and James Maguire, owner 
of a restaurant at 108 North Fourteenth 
street while in the city. McFadden was a 
companion of Prentice Tiller who robbed 
the Pacific Express Co. of $70,000 in 1886 and 
Maguire is an ex-convict. He is now in the 
Chicago jail awaiting trial for shooting and 
killing his wife who ran away from St. Louis 
two weeks ago with another man. 
During the four weeks or a month that 
Hedgepeth lived in the city he said he 
roomed on Chestnut street, near Jefferson 
avenue, with his wife, andtwo weeks before 
the Glendale robbery he moved to the house 
on Swan avenue, paying a month’s 
rent in advance. He said he 
was at home with his wife 
on the night of the robbery and hopes to 86 
cure his acquittal by proving this to de a 
fact and other grounds which he,so far, re- 
fuses to state. Chief Desmond says Hedge- 
peth will not be able to prove an alibi, as he 
has positive proofs that thealleged train 
robber was not at home that night. This 
morning Hedgepeth said he believed McFada- 
den was the person through whom the de- 
tectives obtained the first clue. 

HOW HE WAS CAUGHT. 

‘*‘I say that in all friendliness to MacFad- 
den, as I do not believe he would prove false 
friend even though I was guilty of the charge 

laced against me. When I concluded to leave 

t. Louls after the robbery I went to 
McFadden and told him I would probably be 
suspected and that l was going away. I said 
I would write. ft on the night of Dee. 
8, with my wife, and just before we reached 
Denver on Dec. 5 I wrote to McFadden telling 
him tc get my trunk and some of my valuables 
and send them to Miss Florence Watermgn 
at Oakland. Cal.,incare of the Adams Ex- 

ress Co. there, I should have known that 

cFadden was always under surveillance, 
but I did not think of it. If,as you say, the 
detectives were told by Mr. Goff of the Swan 
avenue house and that the detectives 
went there and found the 
senger’s revolver 1 think 1 ee 
how they found out the name of Florence A. 
Waterman, asi never used the name before 
and only wrote it in my letter to McFadden, 
After finding what they claim was the ex- 
press messenger’s revolver at the Swan 
avenue house, I suppose they watched

No doubt he had the letter 
on him, or it not, the detectives allowed him 
to ship it, shadowed him all the whileand 
followed the trunk to Frisco and arrested 
McFadden after he did me that favor.

CARL HAAMAN’S STATEMENT. 


The Effect It May Have on the Case of Car- 
lyle W. Harrie, 

New York, Feb. 17.—The identity of Carl 
Petersen, who made the statement tending 
to show that Helen Neilson Potts, for whose 
murder Carlyle W. Harris is under sentence 


ofdeath, was a morphine eater, has been 


fairly established. His name is Car! Petersen 
Haaman. The statement he has made to Chi- 
cago reporters and which has been published 
here was, practically, that Miss Helen Potts 
confessed to him that she took morphine for 
her complexion, at the same time taking 
some morphine powder out of his room. 


This uncorroborated evidence would have 
been of no importance but for the peculiar 
circumstances of the death of Helen Potts. 
I will be remembered that upon her deatb- 
bed she exhibited allthe symptoms of mor- 
phine poisoning, copfessed that she had had 
delightful dreams, then complained of a 
severe headache and, falling into a comatose 
state, died. ; 

The chemical analysis of her remains 
showed traces of morphine, and it is com- 
monly agreed that she died from the effects 
of this drug. The pilis which Harris had 
given her contained sach one-sixth of a grain 
of morphine. That, it is contended, although 
not of {teelf sufficient to cause death, would 
do so in connection with the morphine other- 
wise taken on her own account. Harris 
might, therefore, it was said by friends of his 
yesterday, have innocently given Helen Potts 
an ordinary safe dose of morphine uncon- 
scious of the fact that she was already using 
the drug, and thatthe double quantity was 
entirely sufficient to have caused ber death, 
with the unmistakable nf hey oo which ac- 
companied it. That is the only value which 
Haaman’s confession presents. 

Harris’ lawyers will prepare affidavits and 
sendthemto Chicago for Haaman to sign.

Supt. Fitepatrick’s Address on the 
Subject. 

New Tonk, Feb. 17.—The following is a 
summary of an address by Frank A. Fitz- 
patrick, Superintendent of schools at Omaha, 
Neb., read before the meeting of the Educa- 
tional Association in Brooklyn to-day. The 
subject is What Shall the state Do Towards 
the Education of Children Below the School 
Ae 

He finds that in most States kindergartens 
if established would need to limit the attend - 
ance of those pupils who are six years old, 
and upwards, at which time children are 

in the highest degree by 
28 Mr. Fitspatrick goes 
into the question of kindergartens at some 
length and reaches the conclusion that the 
from the age of six to seven in the life of 
a child fs not suitable to the best and highest 
kindergarten training, and he vigorously 
opposes the idea of extending Froebel’s a . 
tem tothe more advanced ideas of pupils. 
On the other hand he does not believe the 
system valuable as to children under the age 
or 4% years. Therefore, he says, it 
children are to be gathered into a State 
school at the early age of 8, and until they 
are 4% or b years ofage, the type of school 
must be after the pattern ofthe French ma- 
ternal or the English infant schools.’’ In 
conclusion he says: Although the develop- 
ment of the kindergarten both at home and 
abroad has been provokingly slowand indeed 
discouraging to those who have fought its 
Datties, in season and out, there is one re- 
Geeming element in the fact that public in- 
terest is continually wing in the right di- 
rection, anditis further a significant fact 
that where once kindergartens have been 
established in any city, public sentiment has 
developed so strongly in their favor, as to 
lish them.

STARTERS OF THE COUNTERY..

Large Salaries Paid Them—Jim Corbett’s

Club Racing on Various Tracks— 


Sporting News in General. 


One of the most trying and difficult posi- 
tions in the world to fill is that of starter at a 
race track. Itrequires rare judgment and 
great coolness and patience. Then too the 
starter must have the respect and fear of the 
jockeys. Even with all these things in their 
ta vor, the best of starters make mistakes and 
make them frequently. The man has never 
lived who does not make some bad starts,and 
never will while the present methods pre- 
vail. The public merely asks him to make 
as few as possible, and not to make his bad 


starts too bad. 

There are only five men in America who 
have anything of a national reputation as 
starters of running horses, and they all earn 
enormous salaries. On the big courses the 
men usually receive $100 a “ay for their ser- 
vices. The most noted starter of the country 
is J. F. Caldwell, who has just signed a two- 
year contract with the Gutten burg and Sara- 
toga tracks to do their starting at a salary 
amounting tosomething over $25,000 a year. 
This is really more than 3100 a day forthe 
time he will be required to work, for there 
will not be racing at these tracks the entire 
year, or as many as 20 days of the year. 
Caldwell bas been officiating as starter for 
some years and is now an old man. 
He is a Southerner and acquired his turf 
education inthe blue grass regionof Ken- 
tucky. He made his appearance in the East 
withthe opening of racing there on an ex- 
tensive scale, and for years has officiated at 
all tne leading tracks thers. The trouble be- 
tweenthe Board of Control and the Gutten- 
burg managemeut has resulted in Caldwell’s 
severing his connection entirely with the big 
Eastern courses directed bythe board and 
signing acontractto dothe starting at the 
North Bergin Hill andthe Saratoga courses 
forthe coming two years. His first work as 
starter at Guttenburg was done in 
the winter of 990-91, when he received 
foratime $200a day. This winter he went 
back at $100 a day and was there when the 
trouble started between that track and the 
Board of Control, he casting his lot with the 
winter track. Saratoga is controlled by the 
Guttenburg management, Jimmy Rowe,one 
ofthe best knowntrainers in America, has 
been selected as Caldwell’s successor at the 
tracks operated by the Board of Control. 
howe is comparatively a novice in the bus 
ness, and but for the fact that he will handle 
the flag at the prominent tracks at Brighton, 
Sheepshead Bay, Coney Island and Morris 
Park, and Monmouth in case there is racing 
there, his reputation would hardly be worth 
mentioning. What work he has done with 
the fag, however, is said to have been very 
good. He has officiated at Brighton Beach. 
Next to Caldwell the best known starter in 
America is James Sheridan, who handles the 
flag at Washington Park, Chicago, and 
Latonia. Mr. Sheridan’s ability is acknow'l- 
edged by all. He had the refusal of Cald- 
well’s position at the Board of Control tracks 
after the latter concluded toaccept the offer 
extended to him by the Guttenburg mag- 
nates. He declined the offer, however, 
claiming that he had enough on his hands 
with his work atthe Westerntracks. Sheri- 
day has a much better disposition than Cald- 
well, who isa man of most violent temper 
and strong prejudices. Heis generally re- 
—— by Western turf patrons as fully 

zaldwell's equal with the flag, and on ac- 
ccount of his other qualities a more desirable 
man. 

Col. Jack P. Chinn who starts at the East 
St. Louis Jockey Club track, has only been in 
the business a few months, but has been very 
successful. He commenced work at Garfield 
Park, Chicago, last summer and declares he 
will be back there again next summer de- 
spite all claims to the contrary. Col. Chinn 
is an old Kentucky turfman and stock breed 
er and he was for years a member of the 
Orm of Chinn & Morgan which in its day con- 
trolled one of the finest stables in the West. 
The Colonel never had the slightestidea of 
becoming a professional starter, untli the 
Garfield Park authorities suggested it to him. 
lie refused point blank at first to even con- 
sider the proposition; but finally consented 
to try his hand at the business. 

J. B. Ferguson, whoisat present engaged 
in starting the bang tails at New Orleans, is 
well-known in this city, he having officiated 
atthe Fair Grounds twice. His work here 
was not particularly satisfactory. He was 
formerly secretary of the Lexington track, 
and did his 5 there in the spring of 
1890, He officiated here that season and also 
last season and was starter at Saratoga last 
summer and at New Orleans last winter. He 
Is a protege of Col. M. Lewis Clarke, presi- 
dent of the Louisville Jockey Club, and did 
the starting at that course last year and will 
again the present year. He Will also officiate 
at Memphis and Lexington. 

C. H. Pettingill, who starts at Gloucester, 
has made considerable of a reputation the 
past year. Some time ago, when a disagree- 
ment was alleged to have taken place be- 
tween Col. Chinn andthe Garfield Park au- 
thorities, Pettingill was said to have been 
secured to replace Chinn. The Chicago 
papers claim that Pettingill has been signed 
by the track but Col. Chinn claims that his 
contract holds good for next year and that 
Pettingill will not officiate there until 1893. 

The St. Louis Jockey Club has engaged frank 
Walker of Indianapolis, one of the best trot- 
ting horse starters in Americato handle the 
pong at their coming meetings. Mr. Walker 
jas not had much to do with the runners, his 
experience in that line being confined to a 
few small meetings. It is thought, however, 
that he will prove a success. 

Clem Creveling, the associate Judge of the 
East St. Louis Jockey Club, has also some rep- 
utation asa starter. He officiates at numer- 
ous trotting meetings and tapped the drum 
on the runners at the South Side track during 
the meeting that closed there recently. He 
also officiated at the Fair Grounds running 
matinees for awhile. It is generally believed

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COL. MORBOW’S CASE. 


Significant Order Issued by the War De- 
partment—Throckmorton’s Trial. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.~—There is some- 
thing significant that does not appear on the 
surface inan order issued fromthe war de- 
partment to-day directing Col. A. P. Morrow, 
Third Cavalry, to proceed to his home to 
await retirement. This order provides a 
happy escape from a court martial trial for 
Col. Morrow. 

Charges of disobedience of orders were 


recently preferred against him by Gen. 
Stanley, commanding the department of 
Texas, and a court martial was thought to be 
imminent, when his friends intervened and 
induced himto apply for retirement under 
the thirty year service law, the war depart- 
ment agreeingto pigeon-hole the charges on 
condition that the application for retirement 
should follow. 

The arrangement will not be fully consum- 
mated until next August when Col. Morrow 
will complete the thirty years neces to 
entitle him toretirement, The War 
ment has relieved him from his command | 
and ordered him to his home in anticipation 
ofthatevent. The charges against Col. Mor- 
row are based upon certain actions of that 
officer during the recent Garza campaign. 
One of the principle charges,constituting dis- 
obedience of orders, recites that Col. Morrew 
gave passes to the men of his regiment to 
pass Over into Mexico. 

Col. Morrow, it will be remembered, was 
tried by court martial in this city a few years 
ago on charges of duplicating his pay ac- 
counts, and he was suspended for three 
years. He was an aide to Gen. Sheridan fora 
number of years. 

Although the verdict onthe court martial 
in the cass of Maj. Charles B. Throckmorton, 
who was tried in New York some weeks ago 
on charges of duplicating his pay accounts, 
will not be officially announced until the 
President has formally a u t 
papers, it has become pretty generally known 
throughout the War Department t the 
sentence is dismissal. 

It is roported, however, that the sentence 
is accompanied by a recommendation for 
mercy, signed by all the members of the 
court. This circumstance, cou with the 
officer's long services and the tremendous 
amount of influence at work in his behalf, 
Will probably spare him the loss of his com- 
mission.
